This  is  further  to  our  letter  dated  October  5,  2004  (copy  enclosed). 

We  have  not  received  a  response  from  you  and  improper  references  to  the  BARDEX  xmx\fi 
used  to  refer  to  enema  equipment  continue  to  appear  in  the  several  stories  posted  within 
http://protovision.textfiles.com/sex/EROTICA/.  In  particular,  inaccurate  references  to  the 
BARDEX  appear  in  the  stories  titled  An  Interesting  Saturday  Night,  Part  5,  Lori  *s  Last  Day  and 
Pamela 's  Story. 

As  explained  previously,  the  federally  registered  BARDEX  trademark  only  identifies 
C.  R.  Bard,  Inc.  medical  products,  namely  urological  catheters,  which  require  a  prescription  and 
are  to  distributed  and/or  used  under  a  physician* s  supervision.  Use  of  our  client's  trademark  to 
identify  enema  equipment  in  erotic  fiction  is  likely  to  cause  confusion  and  dilute  the  value  of  the 
BARDEX  trademark  in  violation  of  trademark  laws.  Accordingly,  we  request  you  revise  the  text 
of  the  stories  to  refer  to  enema  nozzle,  enema  balloon,  enema  bulb,  or  some  other  generic  term, 
and  discontinue  the  use  of  the  BARDEX  trademark.
